Tu rning to his charge in 
Clev eland two weeks ago that the 
Demo cratic Natio nal Co mmittee 
had circu lated “calu mnies” in 
co nnecting him with the emplo y ­ 
ment o f cheap Chinese labo r 
y ears ago , the president said: 
“That co mmittee priv ately ac­ 
kno wledges that these hav e no t 
a shred o f fo u ndatio n. They re­ 
fu se to take the manly co u rse 
and withdraw these statements. 
They hav e so u ght to maintain 
their co ntinu ing po iso n by sil­ 
ence.” 
The president then asserted 
the co mmittee had issu ed o ther 
“calu mnies” and that Ro o sev elt 
had endo rsed them. He referred 
to campaign do cu ments say ing: 
•President Ho o v er has failed the 
children;” “his real interest in 
the natio n’s children may be 
gained by his reco rded effo rt to 
emascu late and disru pt the chil­ 
dren’s bu reau .” 
“I am no t requ ired to defend 
my interest in children o v er the 
past sco re o f y ears,” Mr. Ho o v er 
said, adding that appro priatio ns 
fo r the children’s bu reau had in­ 
creased u nder his administra­ 
tio n u ntil cu t by the Demo cratic 
ho u se. 
In still ano ther direct reply to 
Ro o sev elt, Mr. Ho o v er referred 
to the Demo cratic candidate’s 
statement that the president had 
do ne 
“abso lu tely no thing 
to i* 
remedy the (eco no mic) situ a­ 
tio n” u ntil December, 1931. 
“It seems almo st incredible 
that a man, a candidate fo r the 
presidency o f the United States, 
wo u ld bro adcast su ch a v io latio n 
o f the tru th,” the chief ex ecu tiv e 
said, citing instances in which 
he co ntended he had acted to 
remedy co nditio ns. 
The remainder o f the presi­ 
dent’s speech was a discu ssio n o f 
what he called “so me o f the 
co ntinu ing po licies o f the admin­ 
istratio n in co ntrast with the 
po licies o f o u r o ppo nents.” 
Mo st o f it dealt with the tariff, 
in which he co ntended Ro o sev elt 
had recently made “the mo st 
startling shift in po sitio n by a 
presidential candidate in the 
midst o f a po litical campaign in 
all recent histo ry .” 
Ro o sev elt’s anno u ncemnt that 
he do es no t pro po se to redu ce 
tariffs o n farm pro du cts, Mr. 
Ho o v er said, was a shift o f po ­ 
sitio n in which the president as­ 
serted he had “thro wn o v erbo ard 
the greatest histo rical po sitio n o f 
his party ” and “rewritten the 
Demo cratic platfo rm.” 
“I my self am taking heart o v ­ 
er this debate,” the president 
said. “If it co u ld be co ntinu ed 
lo ng eno u gh, I can driv e him 
fro m ev ery so litary po sitio n he 
has taken in this campaign. They 
are all equ ally u ntenable. 
“Perhaps I co u ld get him to de­ 
clare himself u po n o ther ev a­ 
sio ns and generalities. Bu t ev en 
o n the tariff, he perhaps remem­ 
bers the dreadfu l po sitio n o f the 
Chameleo n o n the Sco tch plaid.”

A cro wd estimated by B. & O.

As Senato r Watso n co nclu ded 
his brief talk, so meo ne in the 
cro wd sho u ted:

who perso nally receiv ed flo ral 
tribu tes fro m lo cal o rganizatio ns, 
and Ju dge Ray mo nd Springer, 
no minee fo r go v erno r, and Iv an 
Mo rgan, state chairmaji, then 


made a brief talk to the assem­ 
blage in the few minu tes allo tted 
him befo re the train resu med its 
westward jo u rney . His wo rds 
were as fo llo ws: 
“My friends, I am glad to hav e 
the o ppo rtu nity o f seeing the 
faithfu l men and wo men, who 
sent Senato r Watso n to Wash­ 
ingto n, to co -o perate with o u r 
administratio n. I wo u ld like to 
spend a half ho u r to tell y o u o f 
the serv ice that the Senato r has 
been to his co u ntry and o f the 
friendship he has sho wn to me. 
I want to ex press to y o u my ap­ 
preciatio n fo r y o u r greeting. It 
is heartening and enco u raging. 
It is a su re sign o f y o u r actio n

In speeches he is making in Sou th Dakota, 
•Senator Peter Norbeck declares tha t the plight 
of agricu ltu re harks back to the drastic defla­ 
tionary policy inau gu rated u nder the Wilson Ad­ 
m inistration in 1920. “Democrats blame Hoov er 
for the depression,” the Senator say s, “and y et 
when Wilson inau gu rated his deflation policy 
Hoov er was in England.” 
Senator Norbeck is absolu tely right and w hat 
he is say ing ou ght to be more generally em pha­ 
sized. Ev ery farm er in America will remember 
tha t the slu mp tha t hu rt him first and worst 
occu rred in the au tu m n of 1920. Men who sold 
w heat at $2.50 a bu shel in Ju ly sold corn at 25c 
a bu shel in December. Bankers who had been 
u rged by the Federal Reserv e Board only a few 
m onths prev iou sly to lend freely , were ordered 
by the Board in Nov ember to force collections. 
The com plaint throu ghou t the cou ntry in 1920 
was the high cost of liv ing. The answer of the 
Democratic A dm inistration to tha t com plaint 
was to deflate agricu ltu ral prices and it accom­ 
plished it throu gh drastic restriction of credit. 
The deflation really began in December, 1919. 
In tha t m onth the Federal Reserv e Board of 
Democrats pu t into effect the increase in rates 
on atlv ance and re-discou nt, the immediate re­ 
su lt of which was to deflate the cu rrency . J a n­ 
u ary 10, 1920, the Federal Reserv e Board, still 
composed of Democrats, notified all member 
banks tha t loans from central institu tions m u st 
be redu ced. More deflation. Janu ary 23, 1920, 


the Federal Reserv e Bank raised their re-dis­ 
cou nt rate to 6%, the pu rpose and resu lt being 
to call loans all ov er the cou ntry . 
Senator Owens, a Democrat, charged tha t this 
policy cau sed a depression of Liberty Bonds from 
8 to 15% and a loss to Liberty Bond holders of 
$3,000,000,000. 
In May , 1920, the Federal Reserv e Board, still 
all Democrats, took fu rther steps toward defla­ 
tion and Representativ e John G arner, now the 
Democratic nominee for Vice President, wrote a 
formal protest to the Board stating tha t its de­ 
flation policy was “prov ing ru inou s to the cattle 
indu stry in the Sou th and Sou thwest.” 
William G. McAdoo, now a Democratic candi­ 
date for the Senate in California, in a signed a r­ 
ticle in the M anu factu rer’s Record, December 
23,, 1920, said: 
“The farm ers are su ffering colossal losses as a 
resu lt of the drastic deflation which has been 
pu t into effect by the Federal Reserv e Board.” 
Ev ery farm er knows tha t his economic trou bles 
began ten y ears before the slu mp hit the rest of 
the cou ntry . Ev ery farm er ou ght to remember 
tha t it was the drastic deflation pu t into effect 
by the Democratic Federal Reserv e Board of the 
Wilson Adm inistration which brou ght u pon him 
the “colossal losses” against which Mr. McAdoo 
and Mr. G arner protested. 
Remembering w hat a Democratic A dm inistra­ 
tion did to them the last time tha t party was in 
power, will the farm ers of America again pu t 
their tru st in tha t party ? 


REMINISCENCES

Dr. J. C. Sex ton ends the Cen­ 
tennial story with a history of 
early day s practice of medicine 
in Ru sh cou nty and tells u s that | 
the first doctor to practice in the * 
cou nty was Dr. Wm. B. Lau gh- j 
lin, who was also a school teach­ 
er, su rv ey or, organizer and bu ild­ 
er. He had gradu ated in m edi­ 
cine a t Philadelphia, u nder Dr. 
Benjam in Ru sh, who was a not­ 
ed phy sician of the Rev olu ntion- 
ary period and a signer of the 
D eclaration of Independence. 
Coming west a t an early date 
Dr. Lau ghlin located in R u sh­ 
v ille, where was spent the rest of 
his life and where in a badly 
neglected grav e he sleeps on the 
north back of Flat Rock, in the 
lower grav ey ard, a place, tha t a 
little work and ou tlay cou ld be 
made into a beau ty spot bu t 
which is not so forsaken and 
neglected that the great horned 
owl av oids it. 
Dr. Lau ghlin cou ld hardly be 
classed a medical practitioner, as 
mu ch of his time and talent was 
spent in other channels and his 
div ersified capabilities were ex ­ 
tended where most needed. Edu ­ 
cation was one of his most zeal­ 
ou s 
attractions 
and 
his own 
large family req u ired and 
re­ 
ceiv ed early attention, with oth­ 
ers who attended classes at the 
doctor’s 
priv ate 
home 
which 
stood near where now stands the 
Eagles 
lodge 
room 
on 
First 
street. At tha t time a splendid 
spring of water gu shed forth and 
wasted in the riv er nearby . 
In 1822 Horatio Gates Sex ton, 
who was born a t W ilbraham, 
Mass., Janu ary 
21, 17 96, came 
west from Springboro, W arren 
cou nty , Ohio and 
located 
at 
Ru shv ille, then in Embry o. Dr. 
Sex ton 
h ad left home as a 
school teacher and while teach­ 
ing at the Ohio town stu died 
medicine with Dr. Cru ikshank. 
It was there he met and married 
H annah Pu gh, a sister of Job 
and Ru e Pu gh, Qu akers 
from 
Sou th Carolina. 
Possible no other nam e is so 
indelibly w ritten in the history 
of Ru shv ille as is -Sex ton." The 
town and cou nty was nam ed by 
a doctor, for a doctor and after 
a doctor. 
Abou t 1827 Dr. William Frame 
located 
in 
Ru shv ille 
followed 
soon by Dr. William H. M artin 
and others. 
Dr. Jefferson Helm came with 
his family from Mason cou nty , 
Ky ., where he was born Nov . 27 , 
180 3 , letting on the W hitewat­ 
er, some fiv e miles below Con- 
nersv ille. Dr. Seim worked on a 
farm u ntil six teen, when he be­ 
gan reading medicine in the of­ 
fice of Mason and Moffett. One 
rem arkable thing abou t the early 
teachers on the frontier, they 
were, with few ex ceptions, well 


edu cated men. There were no 
women teachers. 
In three y ears he formed a 
partnership with Dr. Mason and 
commenced practice in Fay ette­ 
v ille. From there he went 
to 
Glenwood and abou t 1845 he 
mov ed 
to 
Farm ington 
near 
where, may y et 
be seen 
his 
q u aint sty led brick office 
and 
residence. 
Dr. Sex ton tells u s tha t there 
was a medical meeting held in 
Connersv ille Nov . 5, 1827 attend ­ 
ed by many phy sicians of the 
district. Dr. Horatio G. Sex ton 
was u nder him, many stu dents 
of medicine, started as was then 
the cu stom, since there were no 
medical schools near. Dr. Sex ton 
had two sons, who became a fa­ 
mou s, one Marshall, born Jan. 
29, 1823 who chose as a profes­ 
sion his father’s calling and Le­ 
onidas, born May 19, 1827 , who 
chose the law and politics and 
u p to date the only nativ e born 
of the cou nty who was ev er elect­ 
ed to congress from this district. 
-W ithou t endeav oring to giv e 
all the names and with no ref- j 
crence to dates, only in a gen­ 
eral way , the medical work of 
the cou nty was carried on u p to 
to the forties, by a v ery small 
grou p of men. This was the sad­ 
dlebag and horseback era of 
medicine. They were their own 
pham acists and dru ggists. They 
m anu factu red most of their m e­ 
dicines from roots and plants, 
decoctions and tinctu res, 
stew 
and mess. Uncertain and u nreli­ 
able were these concoctions and 
compou nds. 
They were a blistering, bleed­ 
ing, pu king, pu rging bu nch of 
doctors certain and well deserv ed 
the name of disgu sting, nau seat­ 
ing necessity . 
There 
were 
no 
roads and for y ears they v isited 
their patients on trails, throu gh 
dense woods. They were a hard 
and hardy set in a new cou ntry , 
working with rou gh pioneer peo­ 
ple and carry ing on faithfu lly in 
their best efforts. 
Settlem ents were soon made 
in different parts of the cou nty 
and with them came a grou p of 
men whose names, the doctors 
of today are happy to honor in 
the organizations they effected, 
the work tliey aid and the splen­ 
did 
influ ences and 
fellowship 
they incu lcated. 
Prior to 1830, practicing m edi­ 
cine we find Drs. William B. 
Lau ghlin, Jefferson Helm, Hora­ 
tio G. Sex ton, Ry land T. Brown, 
Abraham Carter, William Fame, 
Philip Mason, Dav id A. Cox , John 
W. 
Howland, 
Samu el 
Barber, 
William 
H. 
M artin, 
William 
Bracken and N athan Tompkins. 
M arshall Sex ton began practic­ 
ing with his father in 1844 and 
they continu ed joint work for 
twenty y ears. M arshall Sex ton 
was adm ittedy the m aster medi- 
can mind of the cou nty in his 
day . His skill was as a su rgeon. 


ence, the trials and su fferings of 
pioneer life and horseback prac­ 
tice.

The upper sketch shows 
the spinner thrust into the line betwçpn end and 
tackle. The haH is snapped from center to the 
hack No. I. He whirls to the rear and fakes a 
pass to hack No. 2. Instead of passing, however, 
he completes his spin and dives off tackle, fol­ 
lowing back No. 3 who has gone before to open 
a hole. 
Back No. 4 goes through the fine to take out 
the opposing half, and No. o goes on to take out 
the left end. 
The lower sketch shows how a lateral can be 
worked from this same formation, hack No. 1 
completing a lateral to No. 2.
